Edmonton's crime wave continued Wednesday night to exact its 


daily toll from defenseless citizens. 

So far, with the exception of the Rialto theatre safe looting, proceeds 
reaped by the bandits who are ravaging the city have been small, but fears 
are expressed that continued success in a small way will encourage the 
desperate men to attempt bigger things. 

Two crimes, reported by city police Wednesday involved a street car 
conductor and a girl living in the Northern block. Shots were fired in 
the first case bullets being sent spaitering into the ground when the 
victim failed to respond prompUy to the command, “Stick ‘em up.” The 
loot in this case was $12 public money and $10 in tickets 

The Northern block hold-up was committed on darkened stairs when 
an armed bandit ambushed a girl, snatched her purse, cursing with rage 
when be found it contained but five cents, A suspect was arrested soon 


after the crime in this case. 

With lead slapping into the ground 
at his feet as an armed bandit cut 
loose at him with an automatic a 
hint t “stick ‘em up,” John Me- 
Allister, street railway motorman, had 
to submit to being frisked by one of 
a trio of masked bandits at the cor- 
ner of 124 street and 112 avenue, at 
8:54 p.m. on Wednesday night. The 
loot secured by the bandits was $12 
of the city’s money, and $10 worth of 
lickets,

Those opposing the bylaw fully re- 
alize the necersity of more High Schoo! 
accommodation, and are in favor of 
such accommodation being provided, 
but they hold that the plan now be- 
ing pul forward is over costly and in 
addition will not serve the needs of 
the various portions of the city in the 
most efficient and most economical 
manner, 

Westmount Acts 

Westmount Community League has 
already taken a determined stand in 
the matter, and through its execu- 
tive has voiced its disapproval of the 
passage of the bylaw Several rea- 
| sons are given for this attitude, Briefly | 
|summarized they are as follows: 
1. That the proposed location ts on | 
one of the main arteries leading in- 
to the downtown area, and in a dis- 
trict fast becoming a factory area. 

2. The cost of transportation of 
pupils from various parts of the city 
to the proposed High School centre 
will be a hardship on any parents. 

8. Children will be too many hours 
away from home, In many cases they 
will have to leave at around 7:45 or 
8 o'clock in the morning in order to 
reach school; take their lunches, and 
as a result will be for a long period 
of time uncontrolled, especially in the 
noon hours and going to and from 
school, which will be dangerous to 
both health and morals. 

4. That the proposed plan is an 
unnecessary expenditure of public 
monies, as regional schools could be 
built at much less cost and would more 
than take care of all the accommod- 
ation needed for several years to come 

5. As a measure for unemployment 
relief the erection of regional schools | 
would require a larger percentage of 
local labor, especialtly of unskilled 
\labor. The present plan would bring 
}in skilled labor from outside and the 
bulk of the money would go outside 
| the city. 

6. Interschool competition in sports 
and scholarship would to a great ex- 
tent be eliminated, which would be de- 
‘trimental to the pupils as these are 
a very necessary stimulant to school 
life. 

7. Technical accommodation 1s suf- 
ficient at the present time, especially 
so as the true value of same has never 
been shown to the Edmonton public,

The Labor party has not pronounced 
upon this question, although the in- 
dustrial section has recommended it, 
The undersigned three nominees of 
this party are strongly opposed to the 


passing of the by-law in its present | 


form, and we wish you to know the 
alternate program which we firmly 
believe will adequately meet the pre- 
sent overcrowded condition in our high 
schools, and at a minimum cost. 

“All available space in our present 
buildings should be used for Grade IX 
classes in the same way as such classes 
are now being carried on in King 


Edward, Oliver and the Highlands | 


schools, There are vacant rooms in 
the following centres: Queen's Avenue 
(one room); Spruce Avenue (two 
rooms); Oalder (one room); King 
Edward (three rooms); Garneau 
public (two to four rooms). This 
makes some ten rooms, or space for 
approximately 400 pupils. ‘Toronto 
has recently introduced this plan into 
four of their large public school cen- 
tres, believing it will prove the best 
system educationally. 

“To give permanent relief, we would 
support the building of a high schooi 
in the west end of the city, at an 
approximate cost of $200,000. This is 
exactly the estimated cost of the 
shops alone for the proposed composite 
high school, and which is not included 
in the present $775,000 by-law. The 
shops of the Technical School are to 
be used for this purpose temporarily, 
that is, a further by-law of $200 000 
will be required to secure this money, 
in order to complete the proposed 
composite high school, 

“The present Garneau High School 
will soon have to be abandoned, and 
replaced by an up-to-date junior high 
school, or a regular high school, as 
conditions may demand. 
at as early a time as possible, we 
would urge the building of a junior 
high school on the site now owned 
by the board, near the corner of 92nd 
street and 111th avenue. This would 
relieve not only the east end schools, 
but Victoria also. 

“We would favor the immediate 
completion of the Rutherford school, 
to include Grade IX classes, and the 
providing of a new brick or stucco 
schoo! at Forest Heights, and the re- 
modelling and the building of two 
a rooms at King Edward 
Park,

400 TEACHERS 
GATHER HERE 
FOR MEETING 


Onoway, Westlock, Atha- 
basca and Edmonton 


Represented 


Attended by over 400 teachers from 
Onoway, Westlock, Athabasca and Ed- 
monton rural inspectorates, the an- 
nual convention of rural teachers got 
under way at 9 am. Thursday with 
J H. Renwick, of Westlock, in the 
chair. It is expected that registration 
will continue throughout Thursday, as 
many of the country teachers have not 
arrived in the city yet. 

The convention was opened by the 
registration of teachers, followed by 
an address of welcome by Mayor 
Douglas. In his greetings to the 
teachers, the mayor referred to the 
present unemployment situation, 
stressing the fact that there were. at 
present too many scholars taking up 
the teaching profession. As there 
were at present many teachers out of 
employment, the mayor was of the 
opinion that this situation could be 


selves for some o.her profession that 
was not as crowded as teaching. 

On behalf of the teachers, Percy 
Lawton made suitable reply to Mayor 
Douglas’ welcome. 

In his address as president, J. H 
Renwick reviewed many of the prob-
